Once Declared Dead, Found 
Alive on Slab in Mortuary 


HOUSTON—(J!—Life finally flickered out Friday night for little "Mir- 


acle Ann" Dupree, a premature baby girl pronounced dead after birth 
but found alive on an embalming slab. She died at 11:30 p. m. 


Dr. M. Desmond, a woman phy- 


sician in charge of the premature 
nursery at Cily-County Hospital, 
reported the infant's death early 
today. 


Earlier, doctors gave the baby 


a better than 50-50 chance, even 
though a nurse said "premature 
infants such as this aie always 
considered in critical condition."

ounces. 


"God's Will" 


Friday, the mother announced 


she would name the child "Miracle 
Ann." 


"It was God's will that my baby 


is alive." said Mrs. Mark Dupree, 
28. "I can only describe this as a 
miracle 


Now the child is dead. Dr. Des- 


mon said the mother had not yet 
been notified. 


Dr. Desmond said: 
"The probable cause of death 


was that the lungs were not fully 
developed. The lungs of a small 
baby that way are not developed 
well. They just aien't anatomically 
able to take up oxygen." 


She said the baby was in an in- 


cubator when it died. 


An osteopath who delivered the 


infant saw no sign of life and pio- 
nounced her dead. 


Was Premature 


Miracle Ann a r r i v e d 
three 


months early Thursday night. Dr. 
Robert Kelley said there was no 
heart beat or breath. 


"We removed the mucus from 


the baby's respiratory passages, 
and when the baby still did not 
respond, we gave it artificial res- 


piration by massaging it gently," 
Kelley said. 


"When this failed we gave a 


stimulant. We worked on the baby 
at least an hour. We never got a 
heart beat. Then I pronounced it 
dead." 


The father, a 36-year-old floor 


finisher, told his wife their baby 
had died. They have two other 
daughters. 


Miracle Ann was taken to a 


funeral home. 


Some two hours later, mortician 


J. Robert Corry walked into the 
room where she lay. 


"This is the tirst time in my 20 


years in this business that anyone 
has come to life as I was pre- 
paring to embalm," Corry said. 
He said he saw no movement of 
the legs or arms—"just the heart 
beating . . . . You know how a 
baby's little chest heaves." 


Tieturn to Hospital

Root pruning means inserting a 


sharp spade well into the soil in 
a circle around the tree about 
1'', feet from the trunk and sev- 
ering "the roots. Be sure the spade 
is sharp and is pushed its depth 
into the soil.

It is characteristic of Communists thai they often seek 


credit for undoing something that they never should have 
done in the first place. The release by the Red Chinese of 
four illegally held American fliers is such a case. 


We are all grateful that these men are now free and 


reunited with their families. But we as a nation cannot 
make a deep bow of gratitude to Red China. For the Com- 
munists owed us these men, as they owe us 11 other fliers 
and a sizable number of civilian prisoners as well. 


The return of the four, indeed the return of all, will no., 


wipe out the crime. In the matter of the four released men, 
the Chinese did not in fact acknowledge that they had been 
guilty of the slightest injustice. 


They "tried" the four—not previously charged with any 


specific crime—and ordered them "deported" for having vio- 
lated Chinese territory. All had been downed, of course, 
during the Korean war, and as prisoners should have been 
released in 1953 under terms of the Korean armistice. _ 


Eleven other fliers are held as convicted "spies," and 


it may not be so easy for the Reds to find a face-saving for- 
mula for their release. 
But if they do release them, then the United States 


might well consider whether these moves reflect a new de- 
sire on Peiping's part to follow a path toward an easing of 
tensions in the Far East. If we should decide they do, then 
we might conclude that favorable conditions exist for nego- 
tiations with the Chinese. 
Nevertheless, we would have to make it plain that we 


were not agreeing to talk in payment for the release of 
wrongfully imprisoned Americans. We cannot strike bar- 
gains which credit the Communists for undoing unjust acts.

So long as that is thoroughly clear, the American gov- 


ernment cannot lose by sitting down at the council table to 
test th'e genuineness of Peiping's gestures toward a more 
relaxed Far Eastern situation. 


As for the immediate achievement of the four fliers' re- 


lease, America must extend first thanks to the long, patient 
efforts of U.N. Secretary General Dag Hammarskjold. Ever 
since the U.N. resolved to act in the fliers' behalf, Ham- 
marskjold has forked tirelessly toward this goal. 


Krishna Menon, India's U.N. delegate, has publicly as- 


sumed full credit for the release. He has only recently re- 
turned from a Peiping mission whose aims included freedom 
for the fliers, and he may indeed have played a significant 
role in the Red move. But this country will not forget the 
•long-range negotiations of Hammarskjold. In all fairness 
we must credit him, as the fliers themselves do, with laying 
the real foundation for this Heartening event.

A recent letter from G G. again 


raises the. subject of fibroid tum- 
ors. She asks whether a slight fi- 
broid .tumor requires an operation 
and how serious' this complaint 
may be By -'slight" I imagine 
that she means a small fibroid 
and I hope that a discussion of 
this subject will be helpful. 


Fibroids are tumors made up 


of muscle and other tissue which 
grow in the walls of the womb. 
What produces fibroids is not ex- 
actly known and as yet no way of 
preventing them is known. On the 
other hand, if the age of the pa- 
tient, the sue of the tumors, and 
the trouble they are causing war- 
rant it, the treatment is surgical. 
It is not often satisfactory to re- 
move the fibroids and leave the 
womb in place, so that the oper- 
ation susually involves removing 
the entire uterus, including the 
tumois

never cause any trouble. Others, 
however, giov slowly and may 
produce a feeling of pressure m

Home Adviser Pilgrim Salutes 
June as National Dairy Month

Does home sewing pay? So asks one of our home economics maga- 


zines. It is interesting to have Virginia Britton, professor of family 
economics at Pennsylvania State University, pursue this subject. She 
says that home sewing can be a delightful hobby and could provide 
important savings. A student at State College, Washington, reported 
saving $92.25 by making a number of garments for 
her college wardrobe. This took 157 hours, making 
a saving of 58 cents an hour. 


But before homemakers rush off to do this same 


thing, they need to decide if such savings are really 
worthwhile to them. Such questions should be asked 
—"Can I save as much as this student did in home 
sewing?" "Could I work at this rate in making the 
kind of clothes our family needs?" "Do I have the 
skill and the equipment to do the job quickly?" "Can 
I achieve style and fit equal to garments that I 
could purchase ready-made?" 


Could a homemaker perhaps save even more money by certain 


types of home food preparation? Or by certain types of laundering? 
beauty care of self and family members? redecoration of items about 
the home? 


Some women might make more by working for pay, than by get- 


ting these savings. 
Money can be earned through making some ar- 


ticles at home and selling them, if she's not free to leave the home. To 
many women and girls, engaging in other occupations, can be more 
satisfying than extensive amounts of home sewing, Miss Britton says.

In our 
own America, we had no cows un- 
til the 16th century.

flower carried no cows, which 
might have accounted for the high 
mortality of young children in the 
first two struggling years of the 
new colony. A later ship from 
Holland brought cows and goats 
which gathered great esteem in the 
eyes of the colonists. 


Attached to the covered wagons

Because she 
was known to be. necessary for sur- 
vival. 


Milk and its 


three-fourths of 


products supply 
the nation's cal- 


cium, nearly half of the riboflavin 
and one-fourth of the protein. This 
all comes, too, at relatively low 
cost. 


It is recommended for good 


health that children have three to 
four cups of milk daily; adults 
need two or more cups. Adoles- 
cents need more milk than chil- 
dren to meet body needs for 
growth and 
development. This 


means they require about five to 
six glasses a day. 


No other food supplies calcium 


of such quality and in such quan- 
tity, as does milk. And no food 
supplies it so cheaply. The Nation- 
al Dairy Council says that Ameri- 
cans paid less in 1954 for dairy 
foods than for other foods. Based 
on the 1947-1949 average retail 
food index for all foods during 1954 
was 110.4; the index for dairy foods 
was 106.9.

Need for Milk 


The large segment of population 


who do not get enough milk in 
their diets are grownups. Of the 
men and the women, the latter is 
the most notoriously short The 
average healthy woman should 
have three glasses of milk each 
day for good nutrition. Most wom- 
en fall short of this, thus denying 
themselves the zest and glow that 
comes from this fine food. 


Every woman should plan to 


have her lunch include a large 
glass of milk, along with the soup 
and sandwich. If coffee is desired 
as the beverage, add it too! Milk 
is classed as a food rather than a 
beverage. 


Some women and teen-age girls 


think that milk is fattening. Actu- 
ally, it isn't—because it contains 
vital food elements along with its 
calories. Actually, milk and milk 
products are basic to all scientifi- 
cally sound reducing diets. Milk 
satisfies and when it is consumed, 
oftentimes reduces the appetite, a 
thing folks on a diet have to fight.

If your family is a tough one to 


drink enough milk, plan to become 
a heavy user of dried milk that is 
now on the market. In baking, try 
using an extra amount of dry-milk 
powder. 
You can expect richer 


browning. Milk powder can also 
be added to'liquid milk in recipes 
of tapioca pudding, instant pud- 
ding, custards, jellied milk des- 
serts, etc. This way milk nutri- 
tion can be stepped up and milk 
can be eaten if it is not consumed 
in fluid form. 


Extra milk can be brought in 


the back door by adding Y* to ^ 
cup dried milk to each cup of ce- 
real before cooking it. Use M to Va 
cup dried milk to each pound of
